His Eminence James Cardinal Gibbons: “The Church has 
taken no official attitude on the subject, but leaves the matter to 
the good judgment of her children as to what they think best. 
The statement that the Church is opposed to the enfranchisement 
of women is incorrect.” 


Most Rev. Francis Redwood, Archbishop of Wellington, New 
Zealand: “Women have had the vote in New Zealand for many 


years, and it has been proven that they use it wisely and judicious- | 


ly, and for the greatest common good; and if anything they are 
better wives and home conservers.” 


Most Rev. Patrick W. Riordan, Archbishop of San Francisco, 
Cal.: “Our Catholic people should be not only law-abiding citi- 
zens, but should take part in the making of the laws under which 
they live, and in the election of officers worthy to administer the 

laws when made. This is true for women as well as for men. 


Rt. Rev. Paul P. Rhode, Auxiliary Bishop of Chicago, IIL: 
“The Catholic women owe it to the principles of their religion to 
take a dignified and modest and yet an active interest in the poli- 
tics of their city. In receiving the franchise they have a debt of 
gratitude to pay to the community for the benefits they have 
enjoyed from it. | 


Rey. Joseph H. McMahon, Ph. D., New York City: “Restrict 
the suffrage if you will, but do not be guilty of the absurdity and 
injustice of establishing sex as a barrier, when under actual condi- 


tions woman is so important a factor in every relation of modern 
life.” 


Rey. Father Francis H. Gavick, St. John’s Church, Indianapo- 
lis, Ind.: “If our government is, as Lincoln expressed it, ‘of the 
people, for the people and by the people’ we will have to reckon 
with the large number of progressive and intelligent women who 
have become ‘of the people’ in commercial, industrial and profes- 
sional life and have a clear grasp of public affairs. I believe that 
they should be given a voice in the selection of those who make 
and administer the laws in the various divisions of government.” 


Rev. A. M. Leyden, St. Francis of Assisi Church, Columbus, 
Ohio.: “In regard to the matter of the home, the care of their 
children and solicitude for their welfare, women may be trusted 
to vote wisely and well. They cannot be tempted by bribery or 
other considerations to sacrifice the welfare of their children. 
Intuitively, they will act in accordance with their natural in- 
stincts, which are the good of the home and the children. * * 
* * I believe it will be only a short time unti! we shall have 
woman suffrage in the United States.”
